Whole number assisted during the ycar. 


During the first eleven years of the history of 
the society, ending in May, 1826, 541 young 
men were assisted. The following is the num- 
ber aided in each year,—viz : in the year end- 
ing May, 1827, 156—May, 1828, 300—May, 
1829, 404—May 1830, 524. 

From this it appears that nearly as many 
were aided during the last year, asin the first 
il years of the operations of the Society. The 
young men aided, during the past year have 
been connected with 9 theological seminaries, 
19 colleges, and 66 academies ; in all, 94 in- 
stitutions. Five have pursued study under 
private instructors, and 165 have been cases of 
new applicants, not before patronized.

I am well persuaded there should be 
more attention paid to this class of our hearers, 
than has been generally bestowed upon them. 
They are not likely to be much profited by our 
common discourses delivered to adult persons ; 
but a few plain truths, spoken professedly ,to 
themselves collected together, will be attended 
to and probably long remembered; and who 
knows but the Hearer of prayer, when his peo- 
ple are collected together, and with one heart 
unite in prayer for these lambs of the flock, 
may confer on them the blessings of his grace. 

But I intended to relate some other oceur- 
rences which took place on my tour, The 
next morning I set out on my journey, and 
about the middle of the day, called at a house 
toinquire theroad.

and, if be be faithful, he may spread a savour of 
religion wherever he goes. 

Perhaps this little narrative may fall into the 
hands of some who have lately entered into 
the Gospel ministry. Permit one who has 
passed his youthful days, affectionately to cell 
your attention to the situation of children. Re- 
member what the prophet foretold of the Messi- 
ah, that he would *‘ gather the lambs in his arms 
and carry them in his bosom.” In the days of 
his flesh he took little children into his arms, 
blessed them, and now, in heaven he exercises 
the same compassionate regard for children, 
His command tohis ministers is, “ Feed 
lambs.” You have given yourselves up tothe 
service of Godin his church. In what way, 
therefore, can you better glorify your heavenly 
Father than in following the example, and 
obeying the command of the blessed Jesus ? 
And we are to remember, if we neglect our 
duty, and do not use these excitements to piet 
among young people and children, to whi 
our office binds us, we not only do no good 
but we do much harm. 

A minister may appear well in the pulpit ; he 
may preach well, but if, in his intercourse 
among his people, or where he may travel, he 
manifest no special concern for the salvation 
of children and youth, be degrades his office, 
he discouragewand sinks the spirits of the pious, 
and those destitute of grace become more har- 
dened and careless, is is anawfully solemn 


case ; and although I be found speaking against 
myself, 1 must say, that the minister who gives 


himself up to the world, converses only on the 
different opinions on politics, and the concerns 
of this life, generally ts a dead weigh# on the 
church of God, oad instead of promoting the 
cause of piety, he proves a great drance to 
the progress of reliaion, as far as his influence 
extends. 
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But not only ministers should be engaged in 
instructing and exhorting the rising generation, 
but parents and Christians in general can do 
much in this way, if they embrace the opportu- 
nities which God, in his providence, affords ; and 
without their concurrence, ministers can com- 
paritively, do but little. May God awaken all his 
ministers and people to a suitable concern for 
the rising generation! and may the Lord have 
mercy on the children and youth of our day, that 
they may be raised up a generation to praise 
him !—Pastor’s Sketch Book. 


DIRECTIONS TO AWAKENED SINNERS. 


The following excellent remarks on this sub- 
ject, are from Dr. Spring’s ‘ Dissertation on 
the Means of Regeaeration.” It ought to make 
many ministers tremble, when they think that 
an error in their theology, or a false and dread- 
ful tenderness yielding to the importunity of 
the awakened, has led them to give directions 
at variance withthe spirit and the Ictter of the 
scriptures. [I know it often requires great 
firmness to adhere tothe divine manual. Sin- 
ners often charge their faithful friends with 
coldness and with cruelty, because they will 
not tell them how to repent, aud how to come 
to Christ, and how to get a new heart. I do 
not suppose it possible for sinners to have a 
full sense of the real difficulty, until they get 
upon the rock and look back into the miry clay. 
The remarks of Dr. Spring are worthy of pro- 
found attention, as they accord with the scrip- 
tures, and as coming from one who has been 
privileged to be the instrument of directing a 
very great number to the l’ountain of Life. 

** | need not say, there exists both in theory 
and practice, two different and opposite views 
on this jnteresting point. There are those 
whose views of human depravity, are such, that 
they feel great embarrassment in addressing 
the requisitions of the Gospel to the hearts and 
consciencesof unrenewed men, and therefore 
fail in enforcing those requisitions, and leave 
them satisfied with their use of means. On 
the other hand, there are those, whose views 
of human depravity, though equally humilia- 
ting, are such as to present no embarrassment 
in urging these requisitions upon the sinner, as 
the commandment of the everlasting God, and 
ee the mo.t powerful moane of conviction anid 
conversion. ‘These two different modes of 
thinking and acting are never brougit to the 
test so thoroughly, as when ministers are laid 
under the necessity of answering the inquiry ol 
distressed and convinced sinners, who with all 
the weight of their sins upon them, and all 
the horrors of eternity before them, asks ‘* Sirs 
what must | do to be saved ? 

The question is,—Shall they be told to do 
any thing which implies the neylect or post- 
ponement of immediate reconciliation to God, 
or shall they be cut off from every refuge, and

Gospel ? 

‘Io this we reply,—The only proper direc- 
tion to be given is, repent and belicve the Gospel. 
Nothing should relax the force of this pressing 
obligation. No matter whatthey perform be- 
side, until this is done nota stepis taken in the 
business of their salvation. Until this is done, 
they are only contending with God, justifying 
all their former sins, grieving his Holy Spirit.

COVETOUSNESS. 


“ Beware of covetousness.”—Luke xii. 15. 


The request of a young man for his_ brother 


to divide his inheritance with him, drew this 


expression froin the Saviour. Itis not my in- 
tention to give a general discussion of the sub- 
ject, but to make only a few remarks on it. 

1. What covetousness is. It will read- 
ily be granted by all, thatit is a narrow, con- 
tracted disposition, an overanxious desire to 
obtain an abundance of this world’s goods ;— 
and not only to possess much, but oftentimes 
resort to unlawful means, and many Ways not 
warranted by scripture, in order to get them. 
But covetousness generally shows itself more 
in people, by their unwillingness to do goud 
with what they do possess. 

2. Itisa great crime, and holds a place 
among the black catalogue in Scripture.— 
1 Cor. v. 11, Rom. i. 28—32, and many oth. 
ers. Hence we infer that it is not suitable for 
Christians. Yet, l ask, does it not too much 
prevail among the professed disciples of Christ ? 
I believe it to bea crime for which members 
ought to be dealt with, as much as for lying, 
stealing, or drunkenness ; for itis said of them 
all, that they who do such things shall not en 
ter into the kingdom of heaven.

And are covetous persons any better than they, 
in the light of scripture? it is a sensual, 
wicked, unchristian disposition ; andthe few- 
er covetous members any church has, the few- 
et hypocrites, the fewer vipers they nourish in 
their own bosom. The excuse generally is 
peverty. But this we know is not the case ;— 
tor the poorer class always do more, far more 
fur the support of the gospel, according to 
their ability,than the rich. The poor only 
want the means (not the disposition) of the

trampling on the divine authority, abusing the 

divine goodness, and rejecting the great salva- 

tion. No direction ought therefore, to be giv- 

en them, that will afford their consciences the | 
least relief in the neglect of this reasonable du- | 
ty.

And this course commends 
jtself to the consciences of convinced sinners. 
it makes them feel just as the Spirit of God 
makes them feel. ‘This is the work in which 
the Spirit of God is engaged with them, and we 
wish to fall in with it: and we know that any 
other course is to oppose the Spirit in his work, 
you feel it your duty to keep them from des- 
pair, and therefore you direct them to the use 
of means, and comfort them with the hope that 
if they wait God’s time, all will be well! And 
what do you, in effect, accomplish by this 7— 
You do not mean to tell them they need not re- 
pent, they need not now believe the Gospel ; 
but is not this the impression of your direc- 
tions? It is just as though you said to them,— 
You need not repent ; God does not require 
it. You need not believe the Gospel; God 
does not require it. You cannot believe ; you 
cannot repent ; and your business isto do as 
well as you can, without faith and repentance. 

I say again, you do not mean to say this, but 
the effect upon the mind of the sinner is the 
same as though youhad said it. You make 
him feel as though he was duing very well, 
without complying with the terms of salvation. 
And if the sinner does not find out his error by 
being told that heis notin the right way, he 
must find it out by bitter experience in direct 
opposition to such preaching. Why should 
ministers hesitate to discourage sinners in 
their procrastinated impenitence? Were they 
ever injured by such discouragements ?— 
** Why,” says great Edwards, “‘should we be 
afraid to let persons, that are in an infinitely 
miserable condition, know the truth, or bring 
them into the light, for fear it should terrify 
them? It is light that must convert them, ij 
ever they are converted. ‘The more we bring 
sinners into the light, while they are misera- 
ble, and the light is terrible tothem, the more 
likely it js, that by and by the light will be joy- 
ful to them.”* And how does suth a course 
as this discourage the sinner’? Do we not set 


lus hand, (although possessed of thousands) and 
give tothe man who Las been laboring six 
months ora year for his spiritual good, and 
grudgingly giving even that. Hence it was 
said by the Saviour, how hardly shail they that 
have riches enter ito the kingdom of heaven. 
Beware of covetousness, said the Saviour, and 
yet some, (if we might be permitted to judge 
by their actions,) seem to understand the ex- 
pression different from him, or not at all. 


A covetous man cannot be a warm hearted 
Christian. For, says the apostle, “ Ifa man 
see a brother or sister destitute of food or 
clothing, and shutteth his bowels of compas- 
sion, how dwells the love of God in his soul ?” 
Yet it-appearsto be sufficient for some pro- 
fessors, to say to the destitute, Be ye warmed. 
and filled, notwithstanding they give them 
nothing. And will it notbe said to such, in 
the great day of accounts, “* Ye saw me hun- 
gry, and fed me not; naked, and clothed me 
not?’ And will notthe denunciation follow, 
‘ Depart from me, for I never knew you?’ 


We do not make liberality the ground work 
of faith and salvation ; but we have no_ other 
way of judging of faith, than by works. For 
the tree is always known by its fruit, and the 
real Christian by his works. He that sows 
sparingly, must expect to reap in the same 
imanner. Ido not say that a covetous man 
cannot be a Christian, but it is hardly proba- 
ble. If he is one, he has much that must and 
will be destroyed, though he may be saved _so 
as by fire. 


Show me a covetous professor, and I fear, in 
nine times out of ten, you show me a hypo- 
crite, It was well said, * Strait is the gate and 
narrow is the way that leadeth unto life, and 
few there be that find it.’ It is too often the 
case that people say, if God has called a man 
to preach, he will support him. Do they think 
he will send ravens to feed him, or rain manna 
from heaven that he may eat? ‘They might as 
well expecs a cropof wheat from rye. Has

Abbe du Fresnoy promised the world a demon- 
stration, that it was only translated into Latin 
by ‘Thomas a Kempis, and that it was written 
originally in French by Gerson, 

We know not that his promise was ever ful- 
‘filled; bad it been, it would not have altered 
the value of the book. 

This work deserves a much wider circula- 
tion than it has ever had among Christians. It 
has, till very recently, been confined ina great 
measure, to the libraries of Clergymen and 
wealthy Christians. I know that some would 
infer otherwise, from statements made in vari- 
ous Periodicals but still I believe itistrue. My 
observation of family libraries has been some- 
what extensive in the New-England and Mid- 
die States—at least, I have seen many hun- 
dreds of them, and, until very lately, { have 
only found 2 or 3 copies of the ‘* Imitation” 
except in clerical or public libraries. 

The Edition lately issued from the press of 
Lincoln & Edmands, has been purified from 
those sentiments peculiar to a Catholic monk 
which uccasionally defaced the pages of former 
Editions, by the judicious attention of the Edit- 
or, Rev. H. Malcom. 

Mr. Malcom certainly deserves the gratitude 
of the Christian Public, for the service he has 
rendered them in thus preparing this work for 
a more general circulation and a greater effi- 
ciency in promoting elevated piety.—We only 
wish the public would shew their gratitude, 
by securing the more extensive spread of a 
work calculated to do great good.

ASYLUM FOR THE REFORMATION OF 
INEBRIATES. 

We notice with pleasure the interest manifested by 
the Medical Convention of this state, in the renova- 
tion of men of dissipated habits. Physicians, pro- 
bably, have more frequent opportunities than any 
other class of men in society, of witnessing the ef- 
tects of intemperance, in producing poverty, disease, 
and extreme wretchedness ; and it is for the purpose 
of benefitting the sufferers by this dreadful evil, that 
this respectable body now come before the public, and 
ask their co-operation in establishing an asylum for 
the reformation of the intemperate. Statements are 
given in the Report of a Committee of the Conven- 
tion, by which it appears, that the amount annually 
paid for the support of paupers caused by intemper- 
ance, and for the prosecution and punishment of of- 
fences against our laws, caused by the same lament- 
able evil, is about $70,000! But the saving of dollars 
and cents, is not the only nor chief object to be gain- 
ed ; should they succeed in this enterprize, they hope 
by proper care, and judicious treatment, to restore 
the physical and mental faculties of the drunkard ; and 
by thus producing an entire reformation of character, 
cause and plenty, and domestic happiness, in 
families which have been a prey to discord, and pov- 
erty, and every evil which befals the companions of 
the inebriate. 

Although much has been effected by the voluntary 
association of individuals, for the cause of temper- 
ance, but little influence has been exerted on that class 


of men now mentioned. The power of public 

ion operates very perceptibly on minds not shack 

by habits of intemperance ; but those whose sensi- 
bilities have been rendered obtuse by long indulgence 
in evil habits, require a different treatment. A peti- 
tion for an act of incorporation has been presented to

Atrocious Outrage.—W tncursterR, May 7.—Wil- 
liam Heafer, a young man of ahout 22 vears of age. 
was convicted before the Superior Court of Law for 
this county, on Tuesday last, Judge Field presiding, 
on a charge of felonious assault upon Thomas Lewis 
with intent to kill him, and of robbing him of various 
articles of clothing, and seatenced to seven years im- 
prisonment in the penitentary. It appeared in evi- 
dence on the trial, that Heafer and Lewis having 
met at a Tavera some threeor four miles from Win- 
chester, in September last, Neafer accused Lewis of 
having circulated injurious reports about bim, which 
the latter denied, and the parties having buried the 
hatchet, as is usual on suc! occasiuns, in a glass of 
grog, left the tavern in company, and in apparent 
good feeling. They had not proceeded more than a 
mile. when Lewis comp!ained of being unwell, anc 
stopt. While he was leaning v>on a stump, with his 
head reclining on his arm, Heafer raised a stone o! 
several pounds weight, and gave him a blow on the 
side of the head, which kaocked him down and de- 
prived him of his senses. Here there was a biatus 
in the testimony, which could only be supplied by 
inference, as the parties were alone, and Lewis was 
reodered insensible by the violence of the blow, to 
what subsequently occurred. All this took place in 
the afternoon of Sunday, and Lewis was ignorant of 
all that transpired from the moment the first blow 
was inflicted, until the afiernoon of the following 
day, when he was first roused from the stupor in 
which he had been lying in the mean time, by the 
report of a rifle. He soon recovered sufficient 
strength to regain his feet, when he found himself 
upwards of two hundred vards from the spot where 
he received the first injury. It is presumed, from 
the number of wounds about bis person, that after 
having beeu knocked down, the blows were repeat- 
ed until the culprit was satisfied he was dead; when 
he conveyed him to the spot we have mentioned, 
about two hundred yards from the road, and con- 
| cealed his body beneath a quantity of leaves and rub- 
| bish. On recovering bis senses, afier having been 
thus interred for more than four and twenty hours, 
Lewis found that he had been robbed of his watch, 
and all his clothing except a shirt and pair of stock- 
ings. The clothes were afterwards found on the 
person of Heafer, who iinmediately upon committing 
the outrage fled into Maryland, where he was sub- 
sequently apprehended.— Virginian.

CONVERSION OF DAVID BRAINERD. 

Written by himself. 

« T was, I think, from my youth, something 
sober, and inclined rather to melancholy, than 
the contrary extreme ; but do not remember 
any thing of conviction of sin, worthy of re- 
mark, until I was, I believe, about seven or 
eight years of age ; when I became something 
concerned for my soul, and terrified at the 
thoughts of death, and was driven to the per- 
formance of duties. But it appeared a melan- 
choly business, and destroyed my eagerness for 
play. And alas! this religious concern was 
but short lived. However I sometimes at- 
tended secret prayer ; and thus lived at ** ease 
in Zion, without God in the world,” and with- 
out much concern, as I remember, until I was 
above thirteen yearsof age. But some time 
in the winter, 1732, I was something roused 
out of carnal security, by 1 scarce knew what 
means at first ; but was much excited by a pre- 
vailing mortal sickness in Haddam. I was 
frequent, constant, and something fervent in 
duties, and took delight in reading, especially 
Mr. Janeway’s Token for Children; I felt 
sometimes much melted in duties, and took 
great delight in the performance ofthem ; and 
I sometimes hoped that I was converted, or at 
least in a good and hopeful way for heaven and 
happiness, not knowing what conversion was. 
The spirit of God at this time proceeded far 
with me ; I was remarkably dead to the world, 
and my thoughts were almost wholly employed 
about my soul’s concerns ; and I may indeed 
say, ‘* almost I was persuaded to be a Chiris-4 
tian.” I wasalso exceedingly distressed and 
melancholy at the death of my mother, in 
March, 1732. But afterwards my religious 
concern began to decline, and I by degress fell 
back into a considerable degree of security ;— 
though | still attended secret prayer frequently. 

* About the t5th of April, 1733, 1 removed 
from my father’s house, in Haddam, to East 
Haddam, where I spent four years, but still 
«+ without God inthe world ;” though for the 
most part I went a round of secret duty. I was 
not exceedingly addicted to young company, 
or frolicking, as it is called. But this [ know, 
that when I did go into company, I never re- 
turned from a frolic in my hfe, with so good a 
conscience as I went with it ; it always added 
new guilt to me, and made me afraid to come 
to the throne of grace, and spoiled those good 
frames, I was wont sometimes to please myself 
with. But alas! all my g6od frames were but 
bat righioousee: ny bottomed on a desire

full nineteen years of age, I removed to Dur- 
ham, and began to work on my farm, and so 
continued'the year out, or near, until I was 21 
years old, frequently longing, from a natural 
inclination, after a liberal education. When I 
‘was about twenty years of age, [ applied myself 
to study ; and some time before was more than 
ordinarily excited to andin duty ; but now en- 

ed more than ever in the duties of religon. 
became very strict and watchful over my 
thoughts, words, and actions; and thought 
I must be sober indeed, because I designed to 
devote 


myself to the at ; and imagined 
I did dedicate myself to the ord. 


and lived with him during his life. And! re- 
member he advised me wholly to abandon 
young company, and associate myself with 
grave elderly people ; which counsel! I follaw- 
ed; and my manner of life was exceeding 
regular, and full of religion, such as it was ; for 
| read my Bible more than twice through in 
less than a year, I spent much time every day 
in secret prayer, and other secret duties ; | 
gave great attention to the word preached, and 
endeavored to my utmost to retain it. So 
much concerned was I about religion, that | 
agreed with some young persons to meet pri- 
vately on Sabbath evenings for religious exerci- 
ses, and thought myself sincere in these duties ; 
and after our meeting was ended, I used to re- 
peat the discourses of the day to myself, and 
recollect what I could, though sometimes it 
was very late inthe night. Again on Monday 
mornings, | used sometimes to recollect the 
same sermons. And [ had sometimes consid- 
erable movings of affections in duties, and 
much pleasure, and had many thoughts of join- 
ing to the church. In short, I hada very good 
outside, and rested entirely on my duties, tho’ 
{ was not sensible of it. 

** After Mr. Fiske’s death, I ‘proceeded in 
my learning with my brother ; and was still 
very constant in religious duties and, often 
wondered at the levity of professors ; it was a 
trouble to me, that they were so careless in re- 
ligious matters. Thus [ proceeded a consider- 
able length on a self righteous foundation ; and 
should have been entirely iost and undone, had 
not the mere mercy of God prevented. 

‘Some timein the beginning of winter, 
1738, it pleased God on one Sabbath day morn- 
ing, as ! was walking out for some secret du- 
ties, (as I remember,) to give me on a sudden, 
such a sense of my danger and the wrath of 
God, that | stood amazed, and my former good 
frames, that I had pleased myself wits, all pres- 
ently vanished ; aud from the view, that ] had 
of my sin and vileness, I was much distressed 
all that day, fearing the vengeance of God 
would soon overtake me ; I was much deject- | 
ed, and kept much alone, and sometimes be- | 
grudged the birds and beasts their happiness, | 
because they were not exposed to eternal mis- | 
ery, as | evidently saw | was.

dying neighbour of yours?’ She hung down 
her head and blushed very much; and at last 
when he pressed her for an answer, she said, 
‘Well, you know, sir, the other Sunday I read 
in my lesson at school, in St. James's epistle, 
‘that pure religion and undefiled before God 
and the Father is this: to visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction.’”.—Here she 
stopped. But the gontleman, who was greatly 
affected, could not help offering up an earnest 
prayer to God, that the latter part of the verse 
might be fulfilled in her own experience, and 
that, through his grace, she might “keep her- 
self unspotted from the world.” 

Perhaps this little story may be read by many 
Sunday scholars. ©! that it might be blessed 
to them ; and be the means of stirring them up 
to ‘* go and do likewise!” My dear children, 
we wish to see something more than quick 
learning and long tasks. We wish tosee your 
hearts early and deeply impressed with the 
love of Jesus, in dying for you ; and we wish to 
see you showing your love to him in return, by 
studying his holy word, to know what you must 
do to please and serve him.

tarch rarely well compares curious and inquist- 
tive exas to the execrable gates of cities, out of 
which only malefactors and hangmen and _tra- 
gedies pass ; nothing that is chaste and holy. —
